Hon. J. A. Robb is dead, but his finan- 
| Clal policy out-lived him, and it con- 
| tinues to bear fruit of the kind the people 
|| of Canada have come to expect from it. 
, What Hon. C. A. Dunning had to say in

A surplus of $44,507.000 over all ex- 
| penditures, current and capital, is the gist 
|| of the latest—and the last—annual report 
of the working of the finance policy which 
|| Mr. Robb framed. 

When there is added that during the 
|| year loans totalling $80,000,006 were paid 
| in cash out of accumulated revenue sur- 

pluses, there is set up a record such as no 
|| former Canadian minister ever attained, 
I and such as succeeding ministers are hard-

A SURPLUS “AS USUAL” 


The revenue for the vear was $447,- 
000,000, about $14,000,000 less than that 
| of 1928. The expenditure on all accounts 
| amounted to $402,000,000, an increase of 
| $22,000,000. 

The slump in revenue is attributed to 
the abolition a year ago of the “nuisance 
taxes,” the reduction of the sales tax. and 
to the falling off in general business 
caused by the stalemate in the wheat mar- 
ket and the collapse of stock values.

The factors which caused the slump in 
public revenue are ulso responsible for the 
adverse conditions which of late developed 
in the general business situation. These 
factors are temporary, and their passing 
will react alike in the revival of business 
and the upward trend of the national in- 
come. 

The failure to sell last year's wheat 
crop cut down the farmer's buying power, 
and slowed up trade all along the fine. The 
crash in stock markets started a 
heavy drain on the reserves of capital as 
those caught in the pinch tried to save 
themselves. What was worse; it shook 
public confidence in the security and pro- 
fitableness of industrial investments. 

But_the unsold wheat is a valuable as- 
set, and one of these days it will be turned 
into money and the money put into circu- 
lation. The resources of the country 
were never greater than they are, and they 
only await the employment of capital to 
convert them into marketable products.

Otherwise we can 
use a simple half and half formula of 
boiled water and milk and a leve! tea- 


spoon of sugar for every four or fiv7T 


ounces of this mixture. The baby's 
bottle and nipple should be sterilized, 
the formula offered at a pleasingly 
warm (not hot) temperature, and the 
young baby will not dream of refus- 
ing it 

The baby less than two months old 
may take a mixture that ts slightly 
weaker than the above, perhaps one- 
third milk and two-thirds water. If 
the milk is boiled and the amount not 
excessive a baby will not be disturbed 
by this strange feeding
